Periodical  reports  of  water  analyses,  made  by  the 
Clinicial  Research  Association,  are  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Clinical  Material,  (Sputum 
Swabs,  etc.),  milk  and  foodstuffs  are  examined  by 
arrangement  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health, 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  will  be  conveyed  to 
Poole  in  the  Motor  Ambulance  owned  by  the  Poole 
Council.  Motor  and  Hand  Ambulances  with 
stretcher,  are  used  for  accident  cases,  and  are 
available  at  Haysome’s  Garage,  in  the  King’s  Road. 

The  District  Nurse,  assisted  by  another  Nurse, 
undertakes  general  nursing. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  nursing  cases  of 
infectious  diseases,  apart  from  the  transfer  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

A  Centre  is  held  every  Friday  at  the  Wesley 
Memorial  Hall  in  the  High  Street. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Thurs¬ 
days  at  the  Children’s  Hospital. 

Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

The  Council  have  arranged  for  the  reception  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  patients  into  the 
Alderney  Isolation  Hospital  at  Poole. 

Little  use  has  been  made  of  the  accommodation,  as 
there  have  been  so  few  infectious  cases. 

Smallpox. 

No  Hospital  is  provided,  but  the  Council  are 
negotiating  with  the  Poole  Council. 
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A  Children’s  Hospital  of  approximately  30  beds, 
standing  on  the  South  side  of  Swanage  Bay,  on  the 
cliffs,  is  managed  by  the  Dorset  Branch  of  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society. 

A  Cottage  Hospital  for  general  cases,  contains  a 
male  ward  of  six  beds  and  a  female  ward  of  the  same 
nnmber,  and  a  new  additional  ward  of  four  beds,  with 
two  private  wards,  containing  one  bed  in  each. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  is  adequate  for  the  area. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in 

Supply.  quantity. 

Thirty  two  domestic  and  eight  trade  supplies  have 
been  connected  to  the  water  mains  in  the  Urban  Area. 

The  supply  mains  have  been  extended  by  the 
laying  of  103  yards  of  3  inch  cast  iron  piping,  on  the 
Ballard  Estate,  to  complete  the  circuit  from  Burlington 
Road  to  Stretches  Road.  The  Jubilee  Road  main  has 
been  extended  by  153  yards  of  3  inch  piping,  and  the 
circuit  to  Bell  Street  completed. 

The  quantity  of  water  delivered,  reached  a 
maximum  of  530,000  gallons  per  day,  during  the 
second  week  in  August. 

The  water  supplies  are  periodically  tested  both 
chemically  and  bacteriologically,  and  the  following  is 
a  copy  of  an  analysis  made  on  September  14th  : —

Drainage  masonry  casing  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  has 

an  ewerage.  replaced  by  concrete  along  a  further  length  of  96 
feet.  Repairs  have  also  been  carried  out  and  short 
lengths  of  sewer  re-laid  in  Cluny  Crescent,  Sentry 
Road,  Peveril  Road  and  Queen’s  Road. 

Rivers  Slight  polution  of  the  stream,  by  oil,  was  noted  on 

and  Streams.  March  23rd,  and  after  repeated  investigations,  the 
source  and  cause  of  the  polution  was  traced  to  a  small 
leak  in  the  suction  pipe  of  a  petrol  pump  fixed  over 
the  stream.  The  defect  was  remedied  immediately. 


House  The  method  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house 

Refuse.  refuse  has  not  altered,  but  efforts  have  been  made  to 
obtain  a  suitable  site  for  a  Destructor.  The  refuse 
collected  averages  over  40  tons  per  week.  In  addition 
to  ordinary  collections  twice  a  week,  the  daily  collection 
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of  fish  offal  and  extra  collections  from  a  number  of 
boarding  houses,  hotels,  and  refreshment  establish¬ 
ments  have  been  continued  during  the  season.

During  the  year  it 
was  found  necessary  to  disinfect  after  13  cases  of 
infectious  disease  ;  in  addition  10  other  lots  of  bedding 
were  stoved.

12  visits  were  paid  to  the  six  bakehouses.  In  three 
instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notices 
requesting  the  limewashing  of  the  walls,  etc.,  but  the 
work  in  each  case  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

Twenty-one  visits  were  paid  to  places  of  public 
entertainment  and  notices  were  served  on  the  owners 
of  three  premises  to  provide  adequate  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation.  In  two  cases  the  notices  have  been 
complied  with,  and  in  the  third  case  assurances  have 
been  given  that  the  work  will  be  carried  out  in  the 
new  year. 
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Milk  Suppli  es. 

125  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  Cowsheds, 
Dairies  and  Milkshops  in  the  District. 

Eight  notices  have  been  served  for  structural 
defects  three  having  been  complied  with.  The 
remainder  are  in  hand  for  early  completion. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  handling 
of  milk  during  production,  and  advice  has  been  given 
continuously  to  the  milk-hands,  emphasizing  the 
necessity  of  personal  cleanliness.  In  several  cases 
new  white  overalls  and  caps  have  been  provided, 
including  washing  and  drying  facilities  for  the 
milkers’  hands.

These  Regulations  provide  for  the  more  adequate 
inspection  of  slaughtered  food  animals,  and  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  handling,  transport  and  distribution  of 
meat. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  inspect  the  carcases 
and  offals  of  food  animals  before  removal  from  the 
slaughter-houses. 
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In  addition  to  normal  daily  inspections,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  make  visits  to  the  slaughter-houses  after 
office  hours,  but  by  so  doing,  practically  100%  of  the 
animals  slaughtered  are  examined.

Camps, 

A  large  number  of  holiday  campers  visit  Swanage 
every  year,  and  54  visits  to  camps  were  made  to  ensure 
that  proper  water  supplies,  sanitary  and  refuse 
accommodation  were  provided.  The  large  organised 
camps  were  admirably  conducted,  but  a  certain 
amount  of  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  small 
casual  camps  and  in  five  cases  campers  had  to  be 
removed.

The  Inspector  made  26  inspections  under  the  Shops 
Acts,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation  and  temperature  of 
shops  and  to  sanitary  conveniences. 

Insufficient  sanitary  accommodation  was  found  in 
one  instance,  and  the  necessary  notice  was  served  on 
the  owner  to  provide  adequate  accommodation. 

There  are  two  good  modern  Elementary  Schools, 
and  one  new  Secondary  School,  in  the  district. 

Owing  to  lack  of  staff  the  work  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  “  Clearance  Areas  ”  has  been  somewhat 
retarded. 

A  full-time  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  at  the 
end  of  last  June,  and  I  am  now  glad  to  report  that 
the  work  has  been  accelerated  and  that  definite  action 
will  be  taken  early  in  the  new  year. 

A  site  for  the  erection  of  houses  has  been  secured 
and  the  layout  for  186  houses  has  been  provisionally 
approved. 

A  special  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  b}^ 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  September,  showing  the 
position  with  respect  to  overcrowding  in  the  Urban 
area,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1935. 

A  total  of  811  working  class  dwellings  were  visited, 
and  only  9  were  found  to  be  overcrowded,  2  of  which 
belonged  to  the  Council. 

The  overcrowding  in  the  latter  2  houses  has  been 
voluntarily  abated.  In  one  other  case  overcrowding 
was  relieved.  The  remainder  will  be  dealt  with  in 
due  course.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Foods. 

Seventy-seven  visits  were  paid  to  14  cowsheds 
and  forty-eight  visits  to  eight  milkshops  and  dairies. 
8  notices  were  served  for  alterations  and  improvements 
to  cowsheds,  and  all  the  work  has  been  carried  out 
or  is  in  hand  for  early  completion. 

There  is  one  registered  and  one  licensed  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  District,  in  addition  to  a  private 
slaughter-house  attached  to  one  of  the  hotels.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  regularly  inspects  these  premises, 
in  addition  to  butchers’  shops  and  other  food  premises, 
and  his  report  gives  the  number  of  inspections  made 
by  him  during  the  year,  together  with  the  amount  of 
meat  and  other  foodstuffs  condemned. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  kindly 
sent  me  the  following  report,  in  connection  with  the 
sampling  of  milk,  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1915: — 
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8  milk  samples  were

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other 

Diseases. 

The  prevalence  of  notifiable 

infectious 

diseases  was 

negligible. 


In  the  Children’s  Hospital,  all  the  children 
admitted  with  illnesses  which  necessitated  their  stay 
in  hospital  for  a  period  of  one  year  or  more,  have  been 
artificially  immunized  against  Diphtheria. 
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Diphtheria  anti-toxin  can  be  obtained  immediately 
from  the  Chemists  when  required,  and  the  account  for 
the  same  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  if  the 
cases  are  suitable  for  this  gratuitous  treatment. 

No  relation  has  been  observed  between  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Puerperal  Fever. 


Intimations  of  Infectious  Diseases  from  the  School 
Authorities  are  noted,  and  any  action  thought  necess¬ 
ary  is  taken. 


No  cases  of  measles  or  whooping  cough  have  been 
sen^o  Hospital.  - 

The  immunity  against  Diptheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
in  this  area  must  now  be  very  low,  and  an  active 
artificial  immunization  against  these  diseases  must  be 
seriously  considered  in  the  near  future. 

Measles  convalescent  serum  has  been  used  with 
good  effect  in  one  or  two  of  the  private  schools  in  the 
District.  It  is  very  sure  in  its  effect,  and  the  only 
difficulty  is  to  obtain  sufficient  quantities  when  one  is 
faced  with  a  large  epidemic.  ^ 


No  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  made 
under  the  Public  Health  (Small-Pox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917. 


Two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  during  August 
when  the  epidemic  of  this  disease  was  on  the  North 
side  of  Poole  Harbour. 


One  case  was  nursed  entirely  at  home,  and  every 
precaution  possible  was  taken  to  ensure  safety  to  others 
in  the  house  and  neighbourhood,  with  complete  success. 

The  second  case  was  transferred  to  the  Swanage 
Cottage  Hospital,  after  ten  days  at  home. 

There  was  no  available  accommodation  at  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  of  Poole,  Weymouth  or  Dorchester. 

This  case  was  transferred  to  Poole,  when  convales¬ 
cent,  for  tfie  final  three  weeks  of  treatment.  All 
necessary  fumigation  and  disinfection  of  houses,  bedd¬ 
ing,  etc.,  was  carried  out  when  the  patients  had 
recovered,  and  bacteriological  exarriination  showed 
that  they  were  free  from  infection.
